People often say, ‘The will of 
the Lord bedone.” Itis easy 
to think that God’s will in a 
matter is always good, because 
we believe Him to beso wise, 
and possessed with such know!- 
edge that He will make no mis- 
takes. 


As Paul calls for an examina- 
tion occasionally it may not be 
out of place to pass through a 
good examination of ourselves 
tonight, ‘‘Examine yourselvés, 
whether ye be in the faith or 
not.”” (2 Oor. 13:5.) This is 
ap individual matter, but | sup- 
pose it would not be out of place 
to have some assistance occasion- 
ally. 


We have the Bible with all 
of the information that one 
needs to make a thorough inves- 
tigation. I can try myself; you 
can try yourself, and each one can 
examine himself to see if he is 
really and truly in the faith. It 
may not always he easy, but it 
can be done. ‘It may require 
some time, but it is worth all 
the time and effort that it 
takes. 


Ask yourself ‘the question: 
Am I serving the Lord williagly, 
oram 1 compelled to do what I 
am doing because of being forced 
into it? From the very first, 
good and evil have been set be- 
forethe humanrace. They could 
accept the good and be good or 
they could accept the evil and 
be evil.

When Israel were instructed 
to make the tabernacle Moses 
said unto them, ‘Take ye from 
among you an offering unto the 
Lord: whosoever 1s of a willing 
heart, let him bring it.’ (Hx. 
35:5.) He called for gold, silver, 
brass, linen, goats’ hair, rems’ 
skine, badgers’ skins, shittim 
wood, oil, incense and precious 
stones. But those only who were 


' willing were called upon to bring 


these things. I suppose any of 
these supplies brought by people 
that were unwilling would not 
be accepted. 


Moses inay have said to the 
hosts of Israel, ‘‘Now men, if you 
are not willing to bring your 
gold or silver, etc., do not do it, 
for God wants a willing people 
in His service.’’ Here was some 
work to be done and it required 
muchtime and skill. Imagine 
some of the men getting their 
heads together and discussing 
the matter. “I don’t see any 
use in this extra work any how,”’ 
heat one say. ‘Here we are out 
here in the wilderness and the 
thing will be too bulky to carry 
with us. It is too much trouble 
and expense for what it will be 
worth.’’ ‘I’m unwilling to give 
my money for such a useless ex- 
pense.’’ ‘*Moses only asked help 


_ from those who are willing, let’s 


don’t help any.” 
While these men were discuss- 
ing and objecting, others who

‘on with the work, brought in their 
igifts and the great work com- 
menced.
